Mrs. K. Drops In on Anza 


HAIRMAN Nikita Khrushchev saw and the 
cancan in the United States, but he did not see the 


corn 


inside of a public school classroom. And until Chairman 
Khrushchev sees and begins to understand our public 
schools in action, he really doesn’t know what makes 
our democracy tick 

The only firsthand information that he took back to 
Moscow belongs to his wife. And Mrs. Khrushchev’s 
impressions of our public schools will be based entirely 
upon her impromptu visit to an elementary school in 
San Francisco 

We're bringing you now the story you didn't read 
in the newspapers: the story of Mrs. K’s unexpected visit 
to Anza School in San Francisco and the ¢ xpected visit 
that she did not make to the schools in Coon Rapids 
lowa 

First, it should be known that official invitations to 
Mr. K and his party to visit schools were extended both 
by Coon Rapids and San Francisco. For Coon Rapids, 
the invitation on behalf of the board of education was 
voiced by Supt. Ellis George Hanson through the Rus- 
sian Embassy in Washington, D.C. For San Francisco, 
the invitation from Supt. Harold Spears on behalf of 
the board of education was expressed to the State De 
partment’s offices in San Francisco 

Eventually, the schools in Coon Rapids were advised 
that Mrs. Khrushchev would like to visit schools while 
her husband was the guest of Roswell Garst, farmer and 
seed corn producet The occasion was to be Wednesday 
morning, September 23. Meantime, a few days earlier, 
the San Francisco invitation had been accepted on be- 
half of Mrs. Khrushchey 
made for her to visit Madison School on Monday after- 
noon, September 21, at 1:30. But Mrs. Khrushchev

Her comment was: “Well, of course 
you are very rich.” Apparently such supplies in Russia 
are kept in one room or office and brought into the class 
room upon request 

Mrs. K also asked why there were so many Negro chil 
dren in the school. She was told: “Because there is a 
large population of Negroes in this neighborhood.” In 
the party with Mrs. Khrushchev were Mrs. Andrei A 
Gromyko, Mrs. Henry Cabot Lodge, Mrs. K’s two step- 
daughters, and the interpreters They were at the school 
from an hour to an hour and a half 

All this was happening unknown to Supt. Spears, who 
was checking final arrangements for Mrs. Khrushchev’s 
planned visit to Madison School at 1:30 p.m. He went 
to that school to greet Mrs. Khrushchev, but she didn't 
show up Some phone calls followed. rhe superintend 
ent was informed that Mrs. Khrushchev was not going 
to keep het appointment at Madison School because 
she had seen a school in the morning. “After all,” said 
Dr. Spears, “we are very happy about it even though 
she stood me up. It was not a planned visit She really 
saw a typic al school.”

It was only through the security personnel that the su 
perintendent learned Mrs. K had gone to the Garst 
farms, instead of enjoying the interesting program that 
had been planned for her at the schools. It happened 
that Supt. Hanson was one of the luncheon guests at the 
farm, and he expressed to Mrs. Khrushchev the chil- 
dren's disappointment at not seeing her that morning 
He invited her to visit the schools that afternoon. All 
that he got for a reply, he said, was a smile 

“We are sorry that Mrs. Khrushchev did not visit ou 
schools,” Supt. Hanson told The Nation's SCHOOLS, “be 
cause we think our schools would have been of special 
interest to the Khrushchevs. Ours is a community school 
district with an enrollment of 625 pupils. Because we 
have a rural program, our facilities would have been of 
special interest to the Russians The teachers had 
planned for Mrs. Khrushchey a tour of the homemaking 
department and a demonstration of the use of modern 
electrical appliances in the home. She was also to see 
a unit in sewing and another unit in home decoration 
and design. Also, she was to visit the commercial de- 
partment to see an office practice class, and she would 
have been shown the library and the science department 
For the elementary grades, a visit was planned to the 
kindergarten and to the sixth grade, where she would 
have seen ¢ lasses Im session ‘s 

Che regret voiced by Supt. Hanson expresses, we 
believe, the thinking of this country. “It is very un

Morals, Manners and McGuffey 
gd evervbody knows about McGuffey and _ his

ment when we were discussing the amount of space

Probably most people do know that the McGuffey 
readers have been the most popular books ever pub 
lished in the English language, with the exception of 
the Bible. But that is not our reason for asking you to 
think about them now 

Possibly, too, most school people ire aware that Wil- 
liam Holmes McGuffev was the most effective teacher 
of moral values in the history of public education 
(Through the almost universal use of his books, he taught 
manners and morals to the majority of school children 
of this country for more than 60 years. His books also 
engendered patriotism and a respect for the Deity. At a 
time when stories of juvenile delinquency, vandalism 
and gang murders are again filling the front pages of our 
newspapers, the question now is: Has any great moral 
force successfully taken the place of McGuffey’s readers? 

Obviously, his method of teaching was indoctrination, 
the simplest and most direct kind of indoctrination. His 
“stories” impressed the young mind with the social val- 
ues of his elders. Today, we are so careful not to in- 
doctrinate the young mind with the morals and stand- 
ards of the older generation that we give him virtually 
nothing of a moral nature in the subjects that he studies. 


Of course, a case can be made for moral and spiritual 
values as they are allegedly taught in our schools today, 
and you can be your own judge as to how effective they 
really are! 

We've learned a lot about William Holmes McGuffey 
that commands our admiration. For example, he prac- 
ticed “action research” long before the term was coined. 
His idea of a reading book for school use represented an 
innovation for his time. He probably was the most out- 
standing “progressive” educator of his day. He rejected 
the orthodox pattern of readers that were filled with 
warnings of punishment to children for their sins, and 
instead built his books with happy, friendly stories, re- 
lated to the child’s own world. 

Without any prospect of having his work recognized, 
much less published, he conducted his own reading 
laboratory in his own back vard. His two daughters and 
other children in the neighborhood were his helpers 
lo discover grade levels and to satisfy his own mind on 
the problem of how to organize reading groups, he as- 
signed different logs to the various children to represent 
the degree of difficulty in the work assigned them. It 
was a Mark Hopkins situation, many times improved. 

McGuffey was strictly Nineteenth Century. His read 
ers would be as out of pl: ice in school tod iy as the horse 
and buggy on the toll road or expressway. His books 
incorporated the standards of his day, particularly as 
reflected in his own beliefs as a Presbyterian minister 
\s a moralist, McGuffey preached strict obedience to 
parents and an implicit faith that good deeds will be 
rewarded 

But the nature of child learning has not changed 
Psychologists continue to tell us that a child's characte) 
is fairly well formed by the time he is 7 years old. 

And so we come back to the que stion as to where 
and how today’s young child gets his ideas of right 
ind w rong 

Churches, both Catholic and Protestant, are pointing 
an accusing finger at films, news stands, and TV. They 
say that “art” magazines teach the youngster distorted 
notions about sex. Movies offend with bedroom scenes 
that reflect the erotic nature of popular literature and 
Broadway plays. TV programs are irresponsible teachers 
long before the child goes to school. From TV the child 
brings to kindergarten an extensive understanding of the 
respective claims for the best filter for cigarets and a 
vivid picture of how to kill and do other acts of violence 

Yes, we need to think about the accumulating evi- 
dence that something is lacking in the spiritual develop- 
ment of modern vouth. We can’t go back to Nineteenth 
Century indoctrination, as practiced in the McGuffey 
readers, but we can be reminded by them that the first 
few years of a child’s school life are very important vears

Poor Reading and Delinquency 


May Go Hand in Hand 


ROBERT J. HAVIGHURST 


NE DOLLAR spent on a 6 yea 

old is worth $10 spent on a 15 
vear old. This is in terms of the public 
school instructional budget and the 
“deprived” child. 

What is a deprived child, and why 
should it be necessary to detect him 
early and to institute a special pro- 
gram that will get him off on the right 
foot in his school career? By early de 
tection, I mean no later than the first 
grade. By getting off on the right foot 
| mean chiefly that he be led patiently 
and lovingly to a mastery of the art 
of reading. For the greatest handicap 
of a child in our society is lack of mas- 
tery of the reading task. And it doesn’t 


If we do not help ‘‘deprived"’ 
6 year olds likely to encounter 
reading problems, we may end 
up with delinquent 15 year olds 
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Deprivation is threefold: 
affectional, model person, 
and intellectual. 

Any form is likely to 
affect reading ability. 

The ‘‘deprived”’ 

child makes a poor reader 
and becomes an 

excellent candidate for 


truancy and delinquency. 


Spot the Deprived Child 


get any easier as the child gets older; 
in fact, the reverse is true. 

Boys and girls are likely to get into 
trouble, sometimes bad trouble, if they 
suffer from one or more of three kinds 
of deprivation. Without wise guidance 
and some special planning, deprived 
youngsters grow into inadequate 
adults and poor parents. The three 
kinds of deprivation are: 

1. Affectional deprivation. Chil- 
dren don’t get enough love at home. 
They are neglected or rejected. 

2. Model person deprivation. Their 
parents are not good models for them 
to grow up by. 

3. Intellectual deprivation. No one 
in the home enjoys reading or reads to 
the child; no one can or will answer 
his questions. There is a complete lack 
of stimulating conversation. 

Unless these deprivations can be 
compensated for, largely by the 
school, children so denied will be- 
come social deviants, the stuff that de- 
linquents are made of. 

The recent N.E.A. Conference on 
Delinquency pushed very hard on the 
theory that delinquency has its origin 
in the lower classes of our society. Al- 
bert Cohen, the sociologist, also argues 
that delinquency is one kind of be- 
havior to be expected from the child 
of the slums. Dominated by middle- 
class culture — as represented by the 
teacher and the policeman — if they 
are unable to succeed in school, the 
children in this subculture become 
frustrated. Stored-up frustrations may 
develop into aggression, and the result 
is the tough guy, the gang member, 
the potential or real criminal. 

There is something to this theory, 
but we should be cautious about ac- 
cepting it whole-hog. As Mr. Cohen 
declares, delinquency is a minority 
phenomenon even in the slums of our 
great cities. True, it is more prevalent 
in the slum areas than in the middle- 
class areas. For instance, in one of our 


studies we found that two-thirds of 
the delinquents in a particular commu- 
nity came from the families in the low- 
est quarter by income standards. How- 
ever, for every delinquent boy in these 
lower class families there were three 
boys who were not delinquent. 

When we study the delinquent in 
the favorable social environment of 
an expensive suburb, we find that gen- 
erally he, too, although the family 
situation may appear respectable, is 
suffering from a deprivation — either 
a lack of parental interest or love, or 
the lack of an appropriate model of ac- 
ceptable behavior in the close family. 

A few psychologists hold that de- 
linquency is prevalent among children 
of middle-class families, but it is cov- 
ered up by parents and police. We 
don’t go along with this theory. We do 
not know of a single study of the ex- 
tent of delinquency that shows it to be 
anywhere near as frequent in the mid- 
dle class as in what we call the lower 
working class. 


No Working Class Phenomenon 

We are not saying that delinquency 
is a working class phenomenon in the 
sense that it is tied up with the fact 
that the fathers of delinquent boys 
work with their hands or that they get 
less income than other fathers. The 
upper working class — the people with 
stable jobs, with regular habits and a 
knowledge of how to look after chil- 
dren growing up in the city — do not 
have moye delinquent children than 
the persons above them in the social 
scale. 

The lower working class, as we call 
it, contains a good many people who 
do not have stable work habits, who 
neglect their children, who are inade- 
quate as parents and as models for 
their children. This lower working 
class contains from 20 to 25 per cent 
of the population, and probably a 
third are poor risks as parents, citizens 
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in the First Grade: Later Is TOO Late! 


and workers. These are the ones who 
produce most of the delinquent boys. 

At the same time, as our study 
showed, there are three nondelinquent 
boys for every one delinquent from 
this lower working class group. 

A higher concentration of problem 
children exists in the lower working 
class because more emotional and in- 
tellectual deprivation exists in that 
class. Such family

What can the schools do to make up 
for the deprivations in the home 
situation? The schools can’t just shrug 
off the responsibility. Yes, certainly it 
is a job for social agencies, but they 
cannot do one certain crucial thing 
for the deprived child: They cannot 
give him success in school. 

Because all children go to school, a 
large part of the child’s success in liv- 
ing will depend on the school. The 
school must then strive valiantly to 
make up for the lacks in the home en- 
vironment. Furthermore, it must try 
to make up for these home depriva- 
tions early in the life of the child.

Because he 
has not had the normal amount of in- 
tellectual stimulation at home, even 
with considerable intellectual poten- 
tial the child may appear to be dull 
and slow. It is natural that he should

Perhaps the teacher gives the child 
the benefit of the doubt and passes 
him into the second grade. Yet he has 
not really grasped the art of reading. 
He does not really know how to read, 
while his classmates have got to the 
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point where they understand the read- 
ing task, and can read simple little 
stories readily. 

In the second grade it is assumed 
that the child can read. Taking his 
cue from the teacher's supposition, he 
appears to read without being able to 
do so. He stumbles along for a year or 
two, being passed into the third and 
fourth grade but always at the bottom 
of his group. 

Then about the fifth grade, this child 
is hit in the face by the facts of school 
life. The teacher grades more strictly. 
He gets failing grades. He may make a 
panicky effort to improve his reading, 
but he is so far behind that he be- 
comes easily discouraged, especially if 
he lacks the necessary encouragement 
in his home life. 

At this point remedial reading may 
be attempted. Even if this remedial 
instruction is very well done, it is al- 
most too late. Yearly, the child experi- 
ences more and more frustration. By 
the time he reaches junior high school, 
if he is the typical male, he has begun 
to be aggressive. By the time he is 14 
or 15 it is definitely too late. Nothing 
but heroic measures will then suffice to 
prevent his descent into truancy and 
delinquency. 


The Case of David 

Take the 
David. While in fourth grade he de- 
veloped into a playground bully and 
the teacher’s thorn in the flesh. His 
1.Q. was 90 but he wasn’t working up 
to that potential. 

His truck driver father was away 
from home much of the time. When he 
was home he had little time for David 
and, when he was drinking, he was 
likely to flail him with a strong arm. 
Once David entered school, the

David Joins ‘Heaven Hounds' 


By ninth grade David had won ac- 
ceptance into Heaven Hounds, a gang 
of boys a year or two older than he. 
They drove their junkyard cars at 
illegal speeds through the city streets, 
and they had a favorite game called 
“Chicken” in which they ran_ their 
autos full speed to the edge of a cliff. 
Two cars actually went over the edge, 
but the drivers jumped clear at the last 
moment. 

David, not quite 16, was too young 
to drive legally. One evening he “bor- 
rowed” a car from a friend, picked up 
two girls, and drove around until he 
landed in a ditch. The police came, 
searched David, and found he was 
carrying a stolen gun. The newspaper 
publicity that resulted made Dave the 
center of attention at school. From 
that time on he became more hostile, 
more unruly. As a final measure, he 
was sent to the state school for de- 
linquent children. 

With delinquent boys this is a fa- 
miliar pattern. Girls are less likely to 
become delinquent and their typical 
behavior is withdrawal rather than ag- 





vression. They drop school, marry and 
or become pregnant 

Until the boy or girl learns to read 
school is only a partially opened book 
Unless adolescent voungsters can 
read with some facility, few job op

FABULOUS laboratory in which to. study their 
American heritage is the learning environment for 
the 159 children in Greenfield Village Schools 
The six grades and kindergarten are housed in historic 
buildings. Their school campus comprises the 200 acres of 
the village, where American communities dating back to the 
days of the Pilgrims have been recreated. Here the chil- 
dren visit the homes of famous Americans, including Wil 
liam Holmes McGuffey (see cover illustration), Noah 
Webster, Luther Burbank, and George Washington Car- 
ver. Here they see the bicycle shop where the Wright 
brothers invented the airplane, or visit the laboratories 
where Thomas Edison invented the phonograph, the 
microphone, the motion picture and the electric light 
During the course of the year these pupils visit several 
Greenfield Village shops, where they see demonstrations 
of how arts and crafts were practiced a century ago. These 
include a gristmill, tintype studio, and pottery, black- 
smith, candlemaking and glass blowing shops. Or, they 
may visit the 11 acre Henry Ford Museum, an astound- 
ing array of Americana, ranging from silverware made by 
Paul Revere to a 600 ton locomotive 
The village is located in Dearborn, Mich., about 15 
miles from downtown Detroit. Nearly a million tourists 
visit the campus annually, including more than 3000 
school groups. The village, the museum, and the school 
system are incorporated as Edison Institute. The institute 
was founded in 1929 by Henry Ford to reproduce Ameri- 
can life and to preserve in actual working form a part of 
our history and our tradition. Today, it operates inde- 
pendently as a nonprofit institution 
The purpose and program of its school system are de- 
scribed by its principal on the following pages A.H.R.

Elementary Classrooms 


NREENFIELD VILLAGE, in Dearborn, Mich. is au 
outdoor museum with the unique feature of operat 

ing an elementary school svstem within its boundaries 

No other schools in this country have as close a rela 
tionship to our American heritage as do these schools in 
the midst of Greenfield Village. Each class, from kinder 
garten through sixth grade, is housed in a building of his 
torical significance. Many other buildings and _ exhibits 
from early America aré at their very doorstep 

Che kindergarten carries on its activities in the building 
called Ann Arbor House. Brought from Ann Arbor, Mich 
it is an excellent example of Greek Revival architecture 
\t one time the American poet Robert Frost lived in this 
house. Kindergarten children find it most agreeable to 
make the break from home to school by moving into an 
other house 

Che first grade also meets in a home, known as Secre 
tarv House. It gets its name from the fact that at one time 
it was the home of the first secretary of the state of New 
Hampshire. Built in Exeter, N.H., the house dates back 
to 1750 

Housing for the second grade is related to the life of 
William Holmes McGuffev. The second grade school is 
constructed of logs that came from a building on the 
homestead prope rtv of the distinguished educator and the 
building is named in his honor. The teacher’s desk is one 
that he used as a teacher 

The third grade has an early American town hall tor it 


classroom, a high ceilinged room with a stage at one 
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PLYMPTON HOUSE is visited and studied by 

the children of Greenfield Village schools as a 
part of their Thanksgiving Day observance. In 
spite of its modern appearance, this actually is 
1 home in which Puritans lived. It was built by 

Thomas Plympton in the mid-Seventeenth Cen 

tury at Sudbury, Mass. Thomas had come to 
America as the indentured servant of Peter 
Noyes and was a founder of a Puritan settlement 
in 1638. The house is 25 by 20 feet with a stone 
foundation. The family lived in a single room, 
which served as living room, dining room, bed 

room and kitchen. Extra sleeping space was 
provided in the loft upstairs, reached by a

ANN ARBOR HOUSE (above) provides a truly 
home atmosphere for the kindergarten. This 
house was built in the 1830's, and its owner 
was Thompson Sinclair. For many years it was 
i landmark on the University of Michigan cam 
pus. Robert Frost, the American poet, lived in 


it when he was teac hing there in 1925-26 


MILLER SCHOOL (above), occupied by the 
fifth grade, is a replica of the school that Henry 
Ford attended from 1872 to 1874. It formerly

SHEEP RAISING was a major source of revenue 
for inhabitants of the Cotswold region of old Eng- 
land.

SCOTCH SETTLEMENT SCHOOL (both photos at left) 
is typical of the traditional little red schoolhouse. Henry 
Ford attended classes in this one more than 80 years ago, 
and now it houses the sixth grade of the Greenfield Village 
school system. In the interior scene, note the pot bellied 
stove and the stove pipe, the kerosene lamps on the wall, 
the old style blackboards, the desks so convenient for carv- 
ing one’s intials, and the old hand bell on the teacher’s desk 
(occupied long ago by William Holmes McGuffey). These 
have historic significance only, because this building has 
modern lighting, heating and ventilating facilities. 
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and a balcony at the other. It is located on the village 
green. 

The fourth grade meets in a former ballroom. It is lo- 
cated on the second floor of Clinton Inn, built in Clinton, 
Mich., in 1831 to serve as an overnight stopping point on 
the stagecoach route from Detroit to Chicago. 

The fifth grade holds its classes in Miller School, a 
replica of one of the two schools attended by Henry Ford 
Mr. Ford was enrolled there in 1873. Miller School was 
located on Michigan Avenue in what is now Dearborn 
A wooden plank fence around this one-room schoolhouse is 
surmounted by means of a stile. 

The sixth grade is housed in a brick, one-room school, 
the first one attended by Henry Ford. It was built in 1861, 
and Mr. Ford started school there in 1871. The interior is 
outfitted as it was at the time Mr. Ford attended it. 

Greenfield Village and Henry Ford Museum provide 
many opportunities to observe and experience meaning- 
ful activities from the life of early America. Greenfield 
Village Schools take full advantage of these opportunities. 

Each morning the school day begins with a short chapel 
service in Martha-Mary Chapel. The children sing hymns 
and folk tunes, say prayers and psalms, and recite poems 
and readings. Each child has several opportunities a year 
to take a leading part in these programs, which are con- 
ducted with a church-like atmosphere. Portions of the 
McGuffey Readers are frequently used for these chapel 
services. 

Soon after the opening of school in the fall, the children 
have a ride on a stern-paddle boat that once operated on 
the Suwanee River. In winter the children have a ride in 
a horse-drawn sleigh. 

Part of the art program is a class in pottery, which is 
carried on in a stone mill with a water wheel. Music class- 
es are held in a Swiss chalet, built in a style found in the 
Neuchatel district of Switzerland. Many parts of the build- 
ing came from Switzerland 

Weaving is part of the art program, and here it is pos- 
sible to observe the wool being sheared from sheep kept 
in the village, the wool being carded and spun into yarn, 
and then made into cloth on hand looms. 

Each year children in the first grade make a trip to the 
Village Grist Mill to observe grain being ground into

Mark W. Stroebel has been principal of 
Greenfield Village Schools in Dearborn, 
Mich., since 1950. From 1936 to 1950, Mr. 
Stroebel has been a member of the teaching 
staff at Greenfield Village Schools with 
the exception of one year when he taught 
at Edison Institute of Technology. Before 
going to Greenfield Village, he taught in 
the Dearborn school system at Oakman 
Elementary School, Lowrey Junior High 
School, and Fordham High School. 
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CLINTON INN has been a place for good eating 
for many years, and it still is. It now houses a 
modern cafeteria for Greenfield Village schools 
This inn was an overnight stagecoach stop on the 
trail between Detroit and Chicago (now U. S. 112) 
When the children dine here they can recall that 
once upon a time the guests in this inn included 
President James Polk, Daniel Webster, and James 
Fenimore Cooper. This building also houses the 


fourth grade. 
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SECRETARY HOUSE was once the home of the 
first secretary of state for New Hampshire, Joseph 
Pearson. Now it is the school home of the first 
grade. The house was built in Exeter, N.H., early 
in the Eighteenth Century by Pearson's father-in- 
law, John Giddings, a wealthy sea captain. Five 
fireplaces empty smoke into this single chimney.

McGUFFEY SCHOOL, now ocx upied 
hy the second grade, is adjacent to 
the birthplace of William Holmes Mc- 
Guffev.

They also churn some butter to use on the bread. The 
mothers are generally invited in to share in eating the food 
the children themselves have made. 

When classes are studying transportation, they have a 
10 minute walk to the most extensive transportation ex- 
hibit in the world. There they see everything from a birch 
bark canoe to a 600 ton freight hauling steam engine. 

About mid-November, nearly all the classes visit Plymp- 
ton House in the village. This house was built near Boston 
about 1640, and is a wonderful illustration of the man- 
ner of living in colonial times. The house has an inside 
well, and during raids the colonists could shut themselves 
in for several days if need be. 

Some classes have written original plays representing 
life during this period and have enacted them in this 
authentic house. Similar plays and dramas have been 
given in the Wright Brothers’ Homestead, the Logan 
County Court House, and Clinton Inn. 

In February, most classes visit Menlo Park Laboratory 
and Sarah Jordon Boarding House in connection with the 
life of Thomas A. Edison, and Logan County Court House 
in connection with Abraham Lincoln 

Animals and fowl in the village provide experiences for 
the children of Greenfield Village Schools that have be- 
come lost to most boys and girls of today. 

Pupils have firsthand contact with the carriage horses. 
(hey observe a blacksmith shoeing a horse. In the spring 
they see newborn lambs in the sheep barn and watch 
their lively capers around the village a little later. They 
can supervise the hatching of duck and turkey eggs. 

The village is the home of several varieties of chickens 
and of swans, ducks, geese turkevs guinea hens, squirrels, 
rabbits, dogs and many kinds of birds. 

With all these experlences and more, it is not surpris- 
ug that Greenfield Village pupils, at the completion of the 
sixth grade, have a greater understanding and appreciation 
of our American heritage than does the average pupil in the

Security Checks 


N RECENT number of 

school systems have been setting 
up security check systems for school 
employes. School officials in other 
school systems are asking: Why should 
this be? Should it be done by all school 
systems? The answer must be made on 
the basis of the individual problems 
of each local situation.

ment of community confidence. 
Among school people and citizens 
is well known that the 
greatest security a taxpayer can have 
in the school situation is the employ- 
ment of honest people With the large 
number of children, citizens, teachers 


generally it 


and other employes going in and out 
of school buildings continuously, many 
opportunities exist for dishonest activ- 
ities. Taxpayers are entitled to the 
maximum protection of the enormous 
capital invested in school facilities. 
Statistically, few children in Amer- 
ican public schools are molested on 
school property or by school employes. 
However, the occasional occurrence 
of a child being molested by a school 
employe causes serious harm not only 
to the child but to American education 
as well. Therefore, if a security check 
can eliminate even a few potential 


child molesters, it has accomplished 
an important objective. 

Employment expense is reduced 
when suitable persons are hired who 
stay with the system over a period of 
years. An effective security check pro- 
gram should improve the quality of 
selections. The result would be a sav- 
ings because it is always an expensive 
procedure to dismiss one employe and 


retrain another 


Gain Public Confidence 
Historically, community confidence 


has nurtured the dev elopment of pub- 
lic education systems in America. 
Therefore, the paramount objective to 
be sought in a security check program 
should be to strengthen public confi- 
dence. Then the average citizen will 
be more likely to reduce unfounded 
generalizations to true proportions. 

The typical security program re- 
quires all applicants for employment 
to be fingerprinted. In checking these 
fingerprints for records with the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, it is ex- 
tremely important, not only to the 
success of the program but out of fair- 
ness to applicants, that these records 
be kept confidential. Upon receipt of 
records from the F.B.I. and local law 
enforcement agencies, a code number 
should be substituted for the name of 
the individual, and all security records 
should be filed by this number and 
kept under lock and key. 

Only the director of personnel or a 
similarly responsible school official 
should have access to these records. A 
serious criminal recotd becomes the 
basis of marking an application as not 
qualified for public school employ- 
ment. A security committee of respon- 
sible school officials appointed by the 
superintendent can pass judgment on 
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Build Public Confidence 


borderline application cases or on the 
cases of present employes. 

It is advisable to consider all the 
facts about every applicant with a 
criminal record. For instance, F.B.I. 
records often indicate arrests without 
conviction. In these cases it may be 
necessary to have a private investiga- 
tion made. Such an investigation, al- 
though tactful and confidential, must 
produce sufficient information to de- 
termine if the applicant is too great a 
risk to be considered aS a school em- 
plove. 

Sometimes an individual will have 
had several arrests but no conviction. 
This is often true in child molestation 
cases and other moral charges, for it 
is well known that conviction in this 
tvpe of case is difficult to achieve. 
Nevertheless, some of these cases must 


be considered poor security risks. 


Almost a Perfect Record 


Another problem that often presents 
itself is the situation in which an indi-

Let's briefly check the reports from 
a few school svstems that have carried 
on a security check program for a 
vear or more. Ed Hurst, who guided 
the establishment of the security check 
program of the Dade County school 
system, Miami, points out that it “dis- 
courages borderline applicants from 
applving, and_ bolsters public confi- 
dence in school employes.” 

Thomas N. Pollard Jr., assistant-in- 
personnel, Richmond public schools, 
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Richmond, Va., follows: 
“We believe that this system (finger- 
print check) is as vital to our personnel 
selection program as a reference check 
from previous employers.” 

Jarvis Barnes, assistant superintend- 
ent for administrative services of the 
Atlanta public schools, says this about 
the fingerprint “It has 
screened out many applicants who are 
not eligible for consideration because 
of serious court records. It has brought

Any controversial program has its 
opponents. In an address at Schenec- 
tady, N.Y., last vear, the president of 
the American Federation of Teachers 
stated that fingerprinting of school 
employes is “another symptom of our 
slow drift into a police state.” Attacks 
of this tvpe have been made and will 
continue to be made. 

Most of these attacks are based on 
the following two criticisms: (1) In- 
discriminate use of the security check 
procedure may bring about abuses, 
and (2) the dignity of school em- 
ployes can be hurt by the “public stig- 
ma of criminal” that is claimed to be

Regardless of some criticism, it ap- 
pears as though these programs can be 
an asset to sound employment proce- 
dure. This is probably more true in 
large school systems. In small school 
districts with few applications to con- 
sider, more personal attention can be 
given. Often applicants are persons 
who have lived in a community for a 
number of vears and are well known 
and the residents

Poor Risks Seek Anonymity 


Furthermore, persons with criminal 
records or immoral backgrounds mak- 
ing them a poor risk have a tendency 
to head for big cities where they can 
more easily hide their past and per- 
haps current activities. Their names 
too often become a statistic rather than 
being attached to an individual under 
constant community surveillance. 

Perhaps the fingerprint check pro- 
gram is best summed up by Joe Hall, 
superintendent of Florida’s Dade 
County schools. He says: “The great 
majority of our employes was very 
glad to participate in this program. A 
few incidents had tended to destroy 
confidence in our school personnel, 
and all employes were most eager to 
show to evervone that it was only a 


few.” *

Teacher Merit Rating 


Really Does Work! 


Here Are 


Sixteen Tested Requisites

ME and more opposition is be- 
ing voiced to across-the-board 
salary increases and the lock-step type 
of advancement that characterizes the 
conventional teachers’ salary schedule, 
based solely on degrees earned and 
vears of service. 

Many boards of education want 
some other basis for differentiating 
salaries. They are seeking some plan 
that will enable them to reward su- 
perior service. In an effort to find a 
way, they hopefully look to their su- 
perintendents and teachers to come up 
with mutually acceptable plans. 

In many places, the pleas of the 
board either fall on deaf ears or are 
opposed. Administrators and teachers 
alike have been reluctant to depart 
from the comparatively safe and tra- 
ditional basis for building salary pav- 
ment plans. Teachers are afraid that a 
merit type of schedule may be used as 
a device for retarding the develop- 
ment of adequate professional salary 
schedules. Both teachers and admin- 
istrators are fearful because of pre- 
vious unsuccessful attempts, most of 
which took place with the introduction 
of ill conceived plans several decades 
ago. 

Past failure is no excuse for aban- 
doning further consideration and _re- 
search. We know that merit plans can 
work and, in fact, are working success- 
fully in many school systems today. 

The installation of any merit plan 
should be considered as a calculated 
risk and developed with utmost cau- 
tion. Boards of education cannot ex 
pect a plan to succeed by forcing it on 
an unwilling staff. On the other hand, 
progress cannot be made if profession- 
al educators refuse to consider the is- 
sue, examine the known facts, and ex- 
periment with new concepts of salary 
pavment. 

Nothing is to be gained by defend- 
ing the status quo. There is no reason 
to believe that the conventional prepa- 
ration-development type of schedule 
is best. Teachers and administrators 
should have to encourage, develop, 
trv out, and evaluate new concepts. In 
so doing, the profession may discover 
ways whereby we can pay outstand-

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ing teachers salaries equal to the best 
in other professions. As we increase 
the ceiling of opportunity, we should 
be able to recruit more able minds into 
teaching. By paying for superior work, 
we can retain many talented teachers 
who now leave for higher salaries in 
other lines of endeavor. 

Those interested in 
schedules that incorporate some form 
of merit can profit from the conditions 
that have contributed to success or 
failure elsewhere. I believe the fol- 
lowing principles and practices will 


developing 


help to ensure successful development 
and operation of a merit plan: 

1. A merit pay plan is not likely to 
succeed unless a good basic profes- 
sional salary schedule is maintained. 
It is an illusion to think that introduc- 
tion of merit pay will correct an inade- 
quate basic salary plan or that it can 
be used as a scheme to reduce teach- 
ers’ pay. Compensation for meritorious 
service should be something “over and 
bevond” an already good schedule. 


2. The merit concept must be ap- 
plied to all administrative actions in- 
volving personnel, including initial 
selection, evaluation for tenure, ad- 
vancement on the schedule, and pro- 
motion within the system. The profes- 
administrative staff 
free to operate the school system on a 
merit basis and also be free from out- 
side interference by politically-minded 
board members or others who may try 


sional must be 


to exert pressure or control 

3. The prime principle underlying 
the plan should be the improvement 
of instruction. Instruction is the chief 
function of the school and what hap- 
pens to children in the teaching-learn- 


ing process is all-important. Any plan 
for increasing the ceiling of opportu- 
nity should result in the recruitment 
and retention of superior teachers. 


Merit incentives are justifiable only to 
the extent they reward top service. 


4. A merit salary program should 
not be adopted until after sufficient 
study, and then only upon thorough 
understanding and acceptance of a 
substantial majority of the staff. The 
climate for development is important. 
Teachers themselves must be involved 
in the process. The staff must be open- 
minded and willing to examine evi- 
dence and give careful study to all 
proposals; it should not be forced to 
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develop a plan under pressure. Fail- 
ure is inevitable if an unwilling staff 
adopts, prematurely, an unsound pro- 
gram impossible to administer. 


5. The plan should be adapted to 
local conditions. There is no assurance 
that a successful plan in one school 
system can be transplanted to another. 
The philosophy behind the plan and 
its method of operation must be 
worked out by those concerned. 

6. It requires the complete under- 
standing and support of administrative 
personnel, board and public. Because 
the superintendent, the principals, and 
other administrative officers will be 
responsible for the administration of 
a plan, it is essential that the proce- 
dures proposed will be workable. In 
addition, the board of education will 
have to appropriate the necessary 
funds to operate the program. Con- 
sideration should also be given to in- 
forming the public and enlisting its 
understanding and support. 

7. Well defined standards of evalu- 
ation should be agreed to and under- 
stood by those to be evaluated. The 
kev to the successful operation of a 
merit pay schedule is judgment based 
on evidence. Teachers should know 
the criteria by which they are to be 
judged. They should know where they 
stand and should be aware of their 
strengths and weaknesses. Opportu- 
nitv should be given, through confer- 
ence, for teachers to review the facts 

8. Extra merit awards should be 
commensurate with the value placed 
on superior service. They should be 
large enough to offer a real incentive 
It is ridiculous to go through the proc- 
ess of selection only to offer a paltry 
sum to those chosen. 

9. Teachers must have confidence 
in the competence and integrity of the 
administrative staff or others respon- 
sible for evaluating teachers for merit 
pay. Programs are most successful 
where good teacher-administrator re- 
lations exist. Staff harmony in the 
school system is essential. Inasmuch 
as many principals and superintend- 
ents are not skilled in evaluation tech- 
nics and procedures, an_ inservice 
workshop in this important area might 
well be held. 

10. Sufficient administrative and 
supervisory personnel should be pro- 


vided to ensure adequate time for 


evaluation. Boards of education can- 
not expect already overworked super- 
intendents and principals to do an ade- 
quate job in administering a merit 
plan without offering them sufficient 
administrative help. It is more difficult 
to evaluate teaching service and re- 
late it to the salary schedule than it 
is automatically to advance teachers 
on schedule in terms of credit earned 
and years of service. 

11. Final selection should be en- 
trusted to more than one person. Ro- 
tating membership on a representative 
committee is more acceptable because 
it tends to minimize individual preju- 
dice and bias. 

12. Teachers should be given the 
right to appeal. They should know 
wherein they failed to measure up to 
established criteria. Procedures should 
be established for review by an ap- 
peal board, the superintendent, or the 
board of education. 

13. Merit awards should be based 
on predetermined criteria and not on 
percentage quotas. A teacher who is 
eligible and qualified should not be 
denied a merit award because of some 
arbitrary limitation. 

14. Adequate safeguards should be 
established to provide continuity of 
program from one year to the next. 
Merit awards cannot be offered one 
vear and skipped the next. Except in 
unusual situations, thoroughly under- 
the staff, failure to grant 
merit awards because of budget limi

15. Plans should be made for the 
continuous reevaluation. In spite of 
how carefully a plan is developed, im 
perfections will appear. A procedure 
should be established for periodic re- 
view and modification in the light of 
new experience. 

16. Provision should be made for 
informing new staff members on the 
philosophy behind the merit plan, its 
application, and the rights and obliga- 
tions of all for whom it is intended. 
This is especially necessary in a grow- 
ing school system where many new 
teachers are added each year. A plan 
can be well conceived and approved 
by a staff and later lost because of 
failure to maintain understanding and 
support by new members joining the 
faculty. «

Tri-Level Design 


Solves Site Problem 


HAT is the most functional and 
economical design for a school 
that is to be situated on a narrow hill- 
side location with a steep uphill slope? 
Garriott & Becker, Cincinnati archi- 
tects, were assigned this homework 
tor Millvale Primary School, an 810 
pupil, K-3 unit planned to serve a new 
housing project. The architects also 
were asked to plan the building so as 
to provide community meeting facili- 
ties and permit pupils to enter the 
school away from traffic hazards. 
Millvale’s 4 acre plot has a frontage 
of only 264 feet. It rises 30 feet from 
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the street to a depth of 660 feet at the 
rear of the site. The need for maxi- 
mum facilities under these physical 
limitations, the architects concluded, 
dictated for Gincinnati a pattern of 
building much in vogue in hilly areas 
of California. 

lo meet most economically the con- 
ditions of the sharp uphill grade, it was 
decided that the best solution would 
be tri-level construction. The deep 
classroom wings would have clerestory 
lighting. 

Key to the design was a series of 
ramps running the full length of a 
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trunk corridor. They are pictured in 
the floor plan along the heavily shaded 
area. Classrooms were arranged at a 
right angle to the central corridor in 
three parallel wings, which are inter- 
connected by corridors and ramps. 

The first wing comprises four kinder- 
garten rooms. To conserve space, 
these rooms are of the corridorless 
type, circulation being achieved by di- 
recting all common interior passage 
through one end of each room, past 
the sink and cabinetwork assembly. 

The second wing houses six upper 
primary classrooms grouped on either 
side of a corridor and to the right of 
the ramp. To the left of the ramp are 
the lobby, the kitchen, and a multi-

each with crosslighting and ventila- 
tion. Because the luncheon dishes 
served here are readied in the central 
commissary and are delivered to the 
school in sealed containers by truck, 
the relatively small size of the food 
preparation area is adequate. 

Steel joists are exposed. Glass fiber 
formboard laid on the interior of the 
roof absorbs noises. The sloping roof 
allows daylight to come in through the 
large wall windows and through clere- 


story glass block panels. 


Future Expansion Is Possible 

Included in the master plan of the 
705,000 cubic foot school is provision 
for future expansion. This is to be ac- 
complished by vacating the storage 
room in the lower primary wing and 
converting it into a ramped corridor 
leading to a fourth double finger class- 
room addition 

Contract cost was $702,254, o1 


$17.55 a square foot. The site was 
purchased in 1955 for $69,000. Mill- 
vale school was occupied in Septem- 
ber 1958 and dedicated last January 
Matthew L. Fairfax is the principal 
of this school.

HEN one undertakes the up- 
grading of the plant of an en 
tire school system, which shall it be:

ing? Or ought it to be a combination 
of the three? How does one know 
what to save, what to replace, what 
merely to refurnish? There’s much to 
be leamed from the way one of the 
older, well known suburban school 
systems of the Chicago area ap- 
proached the problem and IS solving 
it 
Oak Park (Ill.) elementarv school 


district presently is nearing the close 


of a 14 year, $9 million modernization 
program involving all 10 of its K-8 
schools. One unit has been completely 
rebuilt and six have been modernized 
and wings added. At two locations re 
construction still is under way, while 
work at the remaining school is to be 
started early next vear. By September 
1960, all classrooms in the 10 units are 
expec ted to be entirely recast to meet 
today’s educational requirements 
Credit for these major accomplish 
ments is given to thorough planning 
It all began in 1946 with a study of 
the school system by a University of

Chicago survey team. The investiga- 
tors reported that while from the 
standpoint of space the 10 schools 
were not inadequate, by 1946 stand- 
ards they contained poor facilities and 
outdated equipment. Crowding was 
not a factor, yet two buildings were 
designated fire hazards. The investiga- 
tors also reported that, in the opinion 
of the administration, the physical 
plants of Oak Park’s elementary 
schools were not meeting the needs of 
the children. 

To help the administration deter- 
mine how to proceed, the district en- 
gaged the Chicago architectural firm 
of Perkins & Will, first as consultant 
and later as designer for the complete 
building project. 


Determining Factors 

In fashioning a modernization pro- 
gram for the district, the architects ac- 
commodated their planning to three 
characteristics peculiar to the subur- 
ban community: 

l. The pattern of the K-8 neighbor- 
hood school had been established in

The various unified arts 
activities are separated only by cab- 
inets, which may be moved to provide 
the amount of floor space needed for 
a given activity. Thus, pupils at all 
times are aware of the activities tak- 
ing place in the other areas.

Direct supervision of the building 
program rests with Leland R. Arm- 
strong, assistant superintendent. He is 
the only member of the present staff 
who has been identified with the plan- 
ning and development from the begin- 
ning of the program. 

As advice to other administrators 
confronted with modernization prob- 
lems, Mr. Armstrong declares: “We 
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believe any community embarking on 
such a widespread program as ours 
W ill experience the Same success as We 
if they have the same cooperation 
from their school board, community 
and architects through all stages of 
the program from the all-important 
preliminary planning and program- 
ing through the completed construc 
tion involved.” 

None of the present board members 
held office when the work 
augurated.

In commenting on this, the court 
stated that the legislature has clear] 
indicated that the mentally deficient 
are objects of charity and entitled to 
special treatment in special institu- 
tions, and added: “The fulfillment of 
this purpose [the providing of special 
treatment] has no relation whatever to 
the obligation to provide a system of 
free common schools and the institu- 
tion at Lincoln is not a part of the 
common school system of this state.” 

One must be careful not to over 
generalize on this case. The court does 
not sav that the state may not create 
special schools for the mentally de 
ficient and admit pupils free of tuition 
All it savs, in effect, is that in Illinois 
under existing legislation the state is 
not required “to provide a free educa- 
tional program as a part of the com 
mon feeble 


minded or mentally deficient children 


school svstem for the 
who, because of limited intelligence, 
are unable to receive a good common 
school education.” 

It is believed that courts of those 
other states whose constitutions simply 
mandate the legislature to maintain a 
svstem of common schools free and 
open to all children, and most con- 
stitutional provisions are of this sort, 
would follow the reasoning of this case 
and would hold that such a mandate 
is not applicable to those who could 
not keep up with regular school ®

Great Need for Uniform Accounting

HERE is great need for a system 

of uniform procedures in school 
lunch accounting, a recent survey of 
the financial management of school 
lunch programs in Pennsylvania _re- 
veals. The survey was conducted by 
the Educational Service Bureau of the 
University of Pennsylvania.

tionnaire listed numerous types of ex- 
penses that any food service program 
might incur in normal operation. By 
checking an appropriate column, busi- 
ness officials indicated whether each 
expense is fully paid from school 
lunch program funds,’ fully paid by 
the school district, pro-rated between 
the food service funds and the school 


district, or not applicable 


Who pays for food service? Three 
sources of revenue are available for 
most school lunch programs: cash 
sales, federal subsidies, and contribu- 
tions from local school districts. Most 
food service profit-and-loss statements 
include the first two: cash sales and 
federal subsidies. Of these two reve- 
nue sources, cash sales provide about 
85 per cent of the receipts for school 
lunch programs in this study,- and 
the federal milk and lunch program 
funds and supplies provide the other 
15 per cent. However, federal subsi- 
dies to school lunch programs vary 
from year to year, making it difficult 
to plan future food service budgets. 

Receipts from cash sales include 
payments for meals by children who 
partake of the food service. Table 1 
indicates the prices charged to pupils 
purchasing the “A” platter.

Of the children attending schools 
with cafeterias, 37 per cent purchase 
“A” platters. (Forty-four per cent of 
the school districts permit pupils to 
choose combinations of foods other 
than the “A” platter.) 

The third source of revenue, the 
local school district, generally contrib- 
utes cash to the school lunch program 
when the program is without suffi- 
cient operating funds at the end of the 
fiscal year. However, not all contribu- 
tions from the school district to the 
food service program are direct cash 
contributions. The school districts 
support the school lunch program in 
many ways. 

Food costs 64 per cent. All the 
food service programs surveyed earn 
enough from cash sales to pay the cost 
of food sold, which represents approx- 
imately 64 per cent of the recorded 
expenses of the school lunch _pro- 
grams. Salaries and wages take about 
32 per cent of the budget, and other 
operating expenses consume the re- 
maining 4 per cent. 

Salaries and wages. Nearly all food 
service employes (cooks, counter at- 
tendants, dish machine operators, and 
cashiers) receive their salaries directly 
from school lunch program funds (see 
Table 2). In fact, all of the respondents 
to the questionnaire indicated that 
food service employes are fully paid 
from lunch program funds. However, 
only slightly more than 50 per cent of 
the cafeteria supervisors receive their 
salaries from cafeteria funds. 

Two other exceptions are the wages 
of maintenance men and the salaries 
of teachers supervising the children. 
Many of the teachers who supervise 
children in the cafeteria probably are 
assigned that duty as part of their 
regular teaching duties. Few of the

to support the maintenance function 
most of the time 

Paying for supplies, maintenance. 
Che food service program bears a 
large share of the expenditures for 
cleaning supplies and small equip 
ment used in connection with the 
preparation and service of food 

Although most of the food service 
programs surveyed pay their own 
laundry bills, the maintenance and 
repair of school cafeterias is largely 
provided by the school districts. More 
than 75 per cent of the school districts 
provide cleaning supplies and equip- 
ment for custodians serving school 
cafeterias, and two-thirds of the school 
districts pay for general repairs to 


cafeterias and cateteria equipment 


Utilities and other expenses. Utili 


ties are largely paid for by the school 
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districts, although in a few instances 
ice, telegraph and telephone, and 
cooking fuel expenses are paid from 
school lunch funds. Ice is bought more 
frequently with cafeteria funds than 
with school district funds, but ice is 
used by only 39 per cent of the dis- 
tricts, and it is probably used by some 
of those districts on special occasions 
only. Between 85 and 97 per cent of 
the school districts pay for the elec- 
tricity, cooking fuel, heating fuel, and 
water used in food service. 

Other expenses, such as insurance 
and depreciation of equipment, are 
generally borne by the school districts 
rather than the school lunch program 
However, less than half of the districts 
in this survey compute depreciation 
charges. It is questionable whether 
depreciation of equipment should be 
considered when computing operating 
expenses 

Capital outlay. The survey found 
that food service funds are not used 
for building new cafeterias, although

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ing in this survey have built new cafe- 
terias recently. However, food service 
funds are used for the purchase of 
movable equipment. No school lunch 
program completely financed the im- 
provement or remodeling of a cafe- 
teria, and the expense of only one 
remodeling job was pro-rated between 
food service and school district. 

Of the school districts that installed 
fixed equipment in their cafeterias, 81 
per cent paid for the built-in equip 
ment, 15 per cent shared this expense 
with the food service, and 4 per cent 
expected the school lunch program to 


pay for the equipment. However, the 
great majority of capital outlay was 
absorbed by the school districts. 

Cost more than statements indicate. 
Accounting procedures are not uni- 
form; therefore, it is difficult to com- 
pare the total financial operation of 
one program with another without 
considering the types of expenses 
comprising the total cost. 

The school district pays many of 
the hidden expenses of cafeteria op- 
eration, such as insurance, mainte- 
nance supplies and equipment, utili- 
ties, and capital outlay for land,

buildings and equipment. Therefore, 
the total cost of the cafeteria opera- 
tion is actually more than is indicated 
in nearly all profit-and-loss statements 
of school lunch programs. 


Conclusions. Before making recom- 
mendations based upon this stud, 
we consider the following important: 

1. The most immediate objective of 
school food service programs is to pro- 
vide students with an appetizing noon 
meal that meets one-third of their 
daily nutritive requirements and to 
offer this meal at a price that will en- 
courage maximum participation. If 
the purpose of the program is to be 
realized, the school districts should 
permit the sale of meals at a price stu- 
dents can pay. 

2. The financial aspects of school 
food service are such that they call for 
sound business management technics 
adapted to meet the needs and pur- 
pose of the program and for its intelli- 
gent direction. 

Lack of uniformity in financial 
policies and accounting procedures 
makes it difficult to compare opera- 
tions. This would seem to indicate a 
need for further study of accounting 
procedures for food service operations 
with recommendations for a uniform 
classification of income and expenses. 

If a school district sponsors a food 
service program, the board of educa- 
tion should know the total cost, in- 
cluding the hidden expenses, before 
establishing a level of support for the 
program. Improved uniform account- 
ing procedures for food service opera- 
tions should aid boards in judging the 
financial needs of the lunch program 
and should enable them to establish 
sound financial policies. *

Transportation Conference 
Tightens Safety Standards 


LAWRENCE, KAN 
with the remarkable achievement of 
the vast school transportation pro- 
gram, 11 million pupils transported 
daily in 165,000 vehicles, the 1958 
total of 64 school bus fatalities and 
some 1500 injuries “is not a bad rec- 
ord.” But this record is not good 
enough so long as there can be pre-

vented the loss of even one life or the 
maiming of the body of even one child 
on his way to and from school. 

That is the challenge made by 
Gerald R. Wallace in his keynote ad- 
dress to those participating here in 
the fifth National Conference on 
School Transportation October 4 
through 7. It was the first nationwide 
gathering of this type since the con- 
ference at Michigan State University, 
Lansing, five years ago. Mr. Wallace is 
superintendent of schools at Corvallis, 
Ore., and chairman of the Commission 
on Safety Education of the National 
Education Association. 

Supt. Wallace castigated those 
“rable rousing politicians who are 
seeking to have themselves elected on 
a platform of shortsighted economy.” 
He urged school administrators not to 
yield to local pressure groups that, to 
please their constituencies, would cut 
urgently needed buses out of the 
school budget, even though the safe- 
tv of the children depends on them. 

Emphasizing that this is false econ- 
omy, Mr. Wallace stressed the “sheer 
necessity of good equipment,” and the 
hope that industry would help the 
school system create in the minds of 
parents and the community at large 
an understanding of sensible and rea- 
sonable economy. “We do not want 
custom-made palaces on wheels but 
the best type of device for transport- 
ing our children while still measuring 
up to budget limitations,” he stated 

Superintendents can help create the 
proper attitude toward safety by de- 
vices such as an orientation program 
at the beginning of the school vear, the

Federal Aid by Default? 


Adel F. Throckmorton, state super- 
intendent of public instruction for 
Kansas, told the conference that to the 
extent that the states fail to provide 
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adequate pupil transportation facili- 
ties, the federal government will move 
in. Perhaps no service is more used as 
a club and approached with more fear 
than the school transportation pro- 
gram, but once tried it becomes the 
most appreciated of school services, 
he maintained. 

Claude L. Purcell, general confer- 
ence chairman, declared that school 
buses have more nearly equalized 
educational opportunity for the na- 
tion’s children than any other leveling 
device and have made possible priv- 
ileges not otherwise available to many. 
Dr. Purcell, who is state superintend- 
ent of Georgia schools, said that one- 
half of that state’s children use school 
vehicles, which daily cover distances 
equivalent to 11 trips around the 
world. The school bus is the safest 
place a child can be on the highway, 
he added.

CONGRESS vs. EISENHOWER. 
Conflict on fiscal policies will re- 
sume in next session. Promises little 


for schools. 


Che first session of the 86th Con- 
gress ended at 6:24 a.m. on the day 
that Khrushchev arrived. It was chai 
a¢ terized by a conflict on fiscal policies 
between the Democratic majority in 
Congress and the Administration. This 
conflict will probably continue in the 
second session next January. If it does, 
there will be no substantial sharing of 
the financing of public education by 
the national government in 1960. 

[he prospects for education are 
highly colored by the recently in- 
creased exercise of the powers of the 
Presidency. Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson has become fully 
as influential at the White House as 
former Secretary George M. Hum 
phrey ever was. The political effects of 
the huge deficit of last year will carry 
over, even though a small surplus is 
forecast for the current vear, with fed- 
eral fiscal policy again the major do- 
mestic issue. 

The conflict between the Adminis- 
tration and the Congress in the first 
session was by no means solely a mat- 
ter of total appropriations, although 
vetoes and threats of vetoes kept the 
total lower than it otherwise would 
have been. As a matter of fact, the 
executive agencies requested $84 bil- 
lion and the Congress appropriated 
only a little more than $82 billion for 
fiscal 1960. Congress voted less for 
every department than the President 
requested with the single exception of 
Health, Education and Welfare. The 
greatest increases were for health serv- 
ices, and education also received more

Prospects for the continuation of the 
fiscal battle are increased by the re- 
cent assumption of personal power by 
the President. Since the retirement of 
Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams 
and the death of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, President Eisen- 
hower has assumed world leadership 
in his meetings with Chairman 
Khrushchev and otherwise. He will be 
in the limelight during the remainder 
of his term, serving in fact as his own 
secretary of state 

With his attention on foreign affairs, 
there is little hope among educators in 
Washington that the President will 
approve the granting of substantial 
federal funds for school purposes to 
the states. Most of his advisers on do- 
mestic affairs are opposed. The educa- 
tors are hopeful about increases in ap- 
propriations for current programs, 
however, such as those voted in the 
first session of Congress for the federal 
assistance laws, the N.D.E.A., voca- 
tional education, library services, prac- 
tical nursing services, and the national 
school lunch and milk programs.

The second session will begin where 
the first session of Congress concluded 
its work. The House rules committee 
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will have custody of the amended 
Murray-Metcalf bill and could vote it 
to the floor of the House at any time. 
On the other hand, the Senate has in 
effect abandoned the Murray-Metcalf 
bill for the time being and has concen- 
trated on school construction legisla- 
tion. The Senate committee voted in 
September to report S. 8, introduced 
by Senators McNamara and Hart of 
Michigan. The discussions preceding 
this action drew attention to the Ad 
ministration’s long-neglected bill (S 
1016) and also resulted in the intro- 
duction in the Senate on September 3

McNamara-Hart bill (S. 8). This bill 
authorizes $1 billion of federal funds 
for school construction during the next 
two vears, to be allocated on a steep 
equalization formula with variable 
matching based on per capita income 
per school-age child.

Cooper-Javits bill (S. 2637). Sena 
tors Cooper and Javits are making an 
effort to liberalize the Administration's 
position with a more desirable pro 
posal along the same lines. It would 
provide for payment of the entire an 
nual principal and interest on school 
bonds issued by needy districts, with 
capital grants sharing the costs of con 
struction for two vears in districts at 
their debt limits. The matching re 
quirement could be met by local 
school districts for the first vear, which 
would eliminate some delay inherent 
in the Administration’s bill. The states 
would set priorities among local dis 
tricts according to need but would not 
be required to administer a complex 
“reasonable tax effort” requirement 

Phere would be less protection than 
in the McNamara bill against federal 
control. Like the Administration’s bill, 
it has only the ineffective general pro- 
hibition of controls carried in all bills 
There are no specific protections in de 
fining the legal nature of the funds 
at the state level and reliance on sim- 
plified reporting by the states 

rhe only new feature in any of this 
legislation is the “state teacher salary 
introduced in the 


support index” 
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Cooper-Javits bill. Matching is ad- 
justed “in order to ease the burden of 
school construction costs in states 
which have already made a reasonable 
effort to improve teachers’ salaries, or 
which increase teachers’ salaries, and 
in order to ensure that school funds 
which might otherwise be available 
for teachers salaries will not be di- 
verted to school construction in carrvy- 


ing out the purposes of this Act. . . 


Matching funds for the state with the 


best record in paving high salaries ac- 
cording to economic ability would pro- 
vide only 40 per cent of the total fed- 
eral-state expenditures, while the state 
with the poorest record would be re- 


quired to supply 60 per cent. The 


“state teacher salary support index” 
would not affect allocations of funds, 
but only matching requirements. 

Estimates on the federal expendi 
tures under the Cooper-Javits bill run 
as high as $130 million for the first 
vear. The steep equalization formula 
is used for allocations, and there is a 
“maintenance of effort” clause similat 
to that in the McNamara bill. 

Misleading publicity. Descriptions 
of legislation such as these three bills 
are often misleading. It is standard 
practice in government as well as in 
the news to emphasize, total amounts 
involved in a program, leaving how 
much is actually paid by the federal 
government largely to the imagina 
tion. Thus the McNamara bill “would 
initiate $2 billion of school construc- 
tion in two years”; the Administra- 
tion’s bill “would initiate $3 billion of 
school construction in five vears”; the 
Cooper-Javits bill “would initiate $4 
billion of school construction in four 
vears.” The federal costs for the first 
vear are, respectively, $500 million, 
$17 million, and $130 million. The ad- 
vertised size of the construction pro- 
gram obviously has little relationship 
to the financial aid to be supplied by 
the national government

NEW YORK. Business and industry 
gave a record $136 million to education 
in 1958, according to the biennial survey 
of the Council for Financial Aid to Edu- 
cation, The council reported a 23.5 per 
cent increase over the 1956 contributions 
of the 215 corporations responding to 
both surveys 

Frank H. Sparks, president of the coun 
cil, directed attention to the fact that 


the increases “were made during an off 


profit vear.” He found it “encouraging 
evidence that the most alert business 
management in the world regards the 
financial support of higher education as 
of the first importance.’ 

A preference was shown for support- 
ing private institutions, although 126 
companies reported gifts to publicly con 
trolled institutions, the council said. 

A total of 352 corporations, with 137 


new respondents, took part in the survey.

Reduce School Maintenance 


NEW YORK. — Good design and dur- 
able materials are the chief factors in 
keeping school building maintenance and 
operation costs to a minimum, according 
to a recent seminar of school building of- 
ficials from New York state, New Jersey, 
Long Island, and New York City. 

“Seminar participants were unanimous 
in emphasizing that careful planning and 
foresight before a new school is built can 
do much to reduce annual maintenance 
costs, which have accounted for an ap- 
proximate 10 per cent of the national 
school operating budget,” comments 
Frederic G. Wiedersum, partner in Fred- 
eric P. Wiedersum Associates, architects 
and engineers, who sponsored the semil- 
nar of school building officials 

The group reported that single-story 
schools are more functional and incur less 
maintenance expense as long as the build- 
ing is kept within “certain physical 
limitations.” 

Well insulated roofs, conventional sized 
double hung windows, masonry or cast 
concrete exterior walls are recommended 
by the seminar to keep heat loss to a 
minimum 

According to the seminar participants, 
idditional training for custodial help is 


needed for the modern school.
